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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


To  His  Excellency,  Martin  G.  Brumbaugh,  Governor,  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives  %and  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Charities  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Chronic 
Insane  of  Pennsylvania  present  their  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing November  30th,  1914. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  November  30th, 
1913,  was:  Men,  667;  women,  199,  making  a total  of  866. 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted  35  men  and  13  women, 
making  a total  of  48  patients.  Discharged  as  improved  one 
man  and  one  woman,  and  as  unimproved  19  men  and  2 
women,  and  number  of  deaths  18  men  and  5 women.  Total 
remaining  in  the  Asylum  November  30th,  1914:  Men,  664, 
and  women,  204,  making  a total  of  868  patients. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Superintendent,  Consulting 
Staff  and  Steward  are  herewith  presented. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  shows  the  expenditure  for  the  year 
ending  November  the  30th,  1914,  amounted  to  $180,647.67, 
and  the  receipts  to  $180,676.83,  leaving  a balance  on  hand  of 
$29.16.  We  especially  call  your  attention  to  the  suggestion  of 
the  Superintendent  that  the  Auditor  General  should  be  au- 
thorized to  issue  monthly  warrants  instead  of  quarterly  as 
now  provided  for.  This  change  would  enable  us  to  settle  our 
bills  more  promptly  and  also  purchase  our  supplies  at  lower 
prices.  Frequently  your  Trustees  are  compelled  to  have  their 
personal  notes  discounted  at  bank  in  order  to  make  up  the  pay 
roll  and  also  settle  some  pressing  accounts. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Consulting 
Staff  you  will  note  that  the  health  of  the  patients  is  unusually 
good  and  that  out  of  a total  of  868  about  two-thirds  of  them 
are  able  to  work  whenever  the  weather  permits,  and  the  op- 
portunity offers,  thereby  keeping  them  in  much  better  physi- 
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cal  condition,  and  also  making  them  more  contented  and  satis- 
fied with  their  surroundings. 

The  Steward’s  Report  shows  the  itemized  expenses  of  all  the 
industrial  departments  amounting  to  $43,652.30,  and  the  pro- 
duction from  the  same  taken  at  a fair  valuation  amounting  to 
$76,479.32,  and  leaving  a gain  to  the  institution  of  $32,827.02. 
The  salaries  of  the  farmer  and  employees  and  the  board  for 
some  of  them,  amounting  to  $8,171.36  are  included  in  the 
above  expenditures. 

All  the  improvements  for  which  we  received  special  appro- 
priations from  the  last  Legislature  have  been  practically  com- 
pleted and  the  buildings  are  now  in  use. 

We  commend  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Hill,  our  Superintendent,  and 
his  assistants,  Dr.  Robert  M.  Alexander  and  Dr.  Lucia  A. 
Wheeler;  Miss  Anna  King,  Matron;  John  G.  Rhodes,  Stew- 
ard ; and  John  H.  Light,  Chief  Clerk,  for  their  faithful  dis- 
charge of  duty.  The  men  and  woman  supervisors  and  attend- 
ants have  by  their  faithful  attention  to  the  patients  largely  as- 
sisted in  producing  the  good  order  and  health  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

The  following  additions  and  improvements  are  very  much 
needed : 

Two  Ward  Buildings  which  would  enable  us  to  take  care  of 
400  additional  patients  and  an  enlargement  of  our  Dining 
Room  to  comfortably  seat  the  same. 

A Pavilion  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  tubercu- 
losis. 

Several  small  comfortable  homes  for  our  married  employees, 
which  will  enable  us  to  secure  and  retain  better  men. 

For  extraordinary  repairs,  as  the  amount  received  for  main- 
tenance will  not  permit  us  to  make  all  the  repairs  necessary. 

For  the  equipment  of  some  of  our  cold  storage  rooms  which 
we  were  unable  to  complete  out  of  the  appropriation  given  us. 

For  a hot  water  system  which  will  assure  us  an  abundant 
supply  of  hot  water  at  all  times. 

For  the  purchase  of  a combined  engine  and  roller  for  use 
in  making  roads. 

For  a Sanitary  Dairy  Barn  in  which  we  can  properly  house 
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our  herd  of  cattle,  not  only  insuring  their  health  and  assisting 
in  keeping  them  in  prime  condition,  but  giving  to  our  patients 
the  purest  and  most  wholesome  milk  supply. 

We  also  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing more  land  abutting  on  the  stream  which  provides  our 
water  supply.  This  is  necessary  to  control  and  protect  the 
quality  of  the  water. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  wre  acknowledge  the  assist- 
ance given  us  in  our  work  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Charities  and  the  Committee  on  Lunacy.  Our  thanks 
are  also  due  to  the  Consulting  Staff  of  the  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  who  have  cheerfully  given  their  aid  and  assistance 
whenever  desired. 

The  Asylum  is  located  at  South  Mountain  Station  on  the 
Lebanon  Valley  Railroad,  ten  miles  west  of  Reading.  It  is 
easily  accessible  by  numerous  daily  trains  to  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  and  electric  cars.  The  postoffice  address  is 
Wernersville,  Berks  County,  Pa. 

Visitors  are  invited  on  Friday  of  each  week  from  ten 
o'clock  A.  M.  until  four  o’clock  P.  M.  Relatives  wishing  to 
visit  patients  will  be  received  daily.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane  of 
Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen  : — The  report  for  the  year  ending  November 
30th,  1914,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

On  November  30th,  1913,  we  had  in  the  Institution  667 
men  and  199  women,  or  a total  of  866  patients.  There  were 
admitted  from  the  various  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  35 
men  and  13  women,  or  a total  of  48  patients.  One  man  and 
one  woman  were  discharged  as  improved,  and  19  men  and  2 
women  as  unimproved,  and  our  number  of  deaths  for  the  year 
is  18  men  and  5 women.  This  leaves  us  664  men  and  204 
women,  or  a total  of  868  patients  in  the  Institution  on  Novem- 
ber 30th,  1914.  The  average  number  of  inmates  cared  for 
here  was  668  men  and  204  women,  or  a total  number  of  872 
patients.  The  smallest  number  at  any  time  was  649  men  and 
196  women,  and  the  largest  number  684  men  and  197  women, 
or  a total  of  881  patients  and  the  whole  number  cared  for 
during  the  year  was  914.  Forty-two  years  was  the  average 
age  of  those  admitted  during  the  past  twelve  months  and  14 
of  these  were  of  foreign  birth,  only  22  of  their  number  having 
been  born  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  general  health  of  our  population  has  been  good  and 
we  have  been  fortunate  in  being  free  from  serious  epidemics 
of  contagious  diseases.  At  the  present  time  we  have  twelve 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  under  treatment  in  pavilions 
erected  for  their  care. 

To  any  one  interested  even  in  the  slightest  degree  in  the 
amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  insane,  the  improved 
physical  condition,  the  lack  of  restraint  and  the  apparent  con- 
tent, attest  most  strongly  to  the  wisdom  of  the  removal  of 
these  patients  from  the  Hospitals  for  the  acutely  insane  to 
this  Institution.  We  are  often  greatly  encouraged  in  this 
opinion  and  cheered  by  the  unsolicited  testimony  of  visitors 
who  do  not  hesitate  to  congratulate  the  patients  themselves 
and  us  upon  the  change. 

Our  first  aim  is  to  promote  the  welfare  of  those  under  our 
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care,  but  the  good  results  obtained  in  the  past  years  both  to 
the  patients  themselves  and  to  the  Institution,  encourages  us 
to  continue  to  devote  our  attention  to  the  matter  of  getting  our 
people  employed  in  a useful  way.  During  the  summer  months 
we  are  able  to  get  at  least  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  our  popula- 
tion employed,  most  of  them  at  out  door  work.  As  usual  a 
great  amount  of  work  has  been  done  solely  by  the  efforts  of 
the  patients  in  addition  to  the  routine  labor  made  necessary 
in  carrying  on  the  work  in  an  Institution  of  this  size. 

We  are  starting  a number  of  new  industries,  but  in  the  shops 
now  operating  we  are  manufacturing  many  useful  articles 
which  we  use  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Institution. 
We  are  now  knitting  all  of  the  hosiery  worn  by  the  men  in  addi- 
tion to  making  a large  part  of  the  neckties  used.  In  the  weaving 
rooms  we  are  making  carpet  and  rugs  for  use  in  all  the  wards 
and  soon  will  be  able  to  make  enough  to  sell  a small  quantity. 
New  mattresses  of  hair,  cotton  or  husks  are  made  in  addition 
to  the  repairs  needed  constantly  in  a household  of  almost  a 
thousand  persons.  In  our  furniture  shop  much  substantial 
new  furniture  is  made  and  all  old  furniture  repaired.  In  the 
sewing  room  all  of  the  outer  clothing  for  women  and  part  of 
the  under  wear  for  the  women,  and  all  of  the  under  wear  for 
the  men  is  made.  A great  deal  of  useful  work  is  done  in  the 
manufacture  of  sewer  pipe  and  cement  building  blocks,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  manufacture  of  ornamental  flower  boxes  for  use 
in  the  wards.  In  the  making  of  roads  and  walks  we  are  able 
to  effect  a great  saving  in  construction  by  doing  our  own 
stone  crushing  from  material  gathered  on  our  fields  and  hill- 
sides. 

Frequent  and  proper  means  of  amusement  are  furnished 
for  the  diversion  of  our  patients  and  the  employees.  The 
usual  dances,  vaudeville  performances,  concerts,  illustrated 
lectures  and  moving  picture  shows  were  given  during  the 
winter.  Christmas  is  always  appropriately  observed  with  a 
special  dinner  and  a program  of  music  and  distribution  of 
candy  and  oranges  to  all.  Thanksgiving  and  Independence 
Day  were  properly  observed,  the  band  concert  and  out  door 
meeting  being  much  enjoyed  on  the  4th  of  July.  Picnics  for 
the  women  and  excursions  to  the  County  Fair  are  summer 
and  autumn  pleasures.  Our  baseball  team  composed  almost 
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entirely  of  patients  furnished  great  enjoyment  to  those  taking 
part,  and  to  many  patients  who  attended  the  games. 

Our  water  supply  is  pure  and  abundant,  the  recently  in- 
stalled filtration  plant  giving  efficient  service,  but  I would 
recommend  that  additional  land  be  purchased  in  order  that 
we  may  have  control  of  the  territory  along  both  streams  from 
which  our  supply  is  taken.  Am  glad  to  report  that  our  sew- 
age disposal  plant  is  still  of  sufficient  capacity  to  properly 
purify  the  sewage,  thereby  safeguarding  the  health  of  our 
neighbors  who  may  use  water  from  the  streams  into  which 
some  of  the  sewage  formerly  was  discharged. 

The  farm  and  garden  operations  for  the  year  have  given 
very  satisfactory  returns.  We  continue  to  raise  large  crops 
of  vegetables  which  enable  us  to  properly  and  economically 
vary  our  dietary  during  the  winter.  During  the  summer  we 
are  able  to  give  our  people  many  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
at  a small  cost.  We  have  recently  established  a canning  and 
preserving  plant  in  which  we  care  for  the  surplus  fruits  and 
vegetables,  keeping  them  in  glass  and  tin  packages  in  cold 
storage  until  used. 

We  take  a just  pride  in  our  system  of  accounting  which  we 
are  constantly  trying  to  improve,  but  would  ask  your  Board 
to  petition  the  Legislature  to  allow  a change  in  the  method 
of  settlement  with  the  Auditor  General.  Under  the  present 
act  we  can  make  settlements  only  at  the  end  of  each  quarter, 
and  we  wish  this  changed  so  that  we  may  receive  our  war- 
rants monthly.  This  method  of  settlement  would  enable  us 
to  pay  our  bills  promptly,  and  thus  get  lower  bids  on  supplies. 

The  addition  to  the  Infirmary  was  greatly  needed  and  will 
afford  room  for  a considerable  number  of  patients  in  addition 
to  giving  us  a better  operating  room  and  laboratory. 

The  industrial  building  just  completed  will  be  utilized  for 
shops,  but  it  is  not  large  enough  for  the  purpose.  The  ware- 
house which  we  have  built  at  our  railroad  siding  will  prove 
to  be  of  great  value  as  it  allows  us  to  unlpad  freight  at  all 
times  without  delay  and  affords  much  needed  additional  stor- 
age room. 

Would  suggest  that  your  Board  ask  the  Legislature  for  the 
following  amounts: 
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$150,000  for  ward  buildings  and  equipment.  With  this 
amount  we  could  erect  buildings  to  care  for  400 
additional  patients. 

5.000  for  a pavilion  with  equipment  for  the  care  of  pa- 

tients suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

20.000  for  erection  of  dwellings  and  their  equipment  for  the 

use  of  employees. 

10.000  for  extraordinary  repairs.  The  amount  given  us 

for  maintenance  does  not  allow  11s  to  do  much 
work  that  is  greatly  needed  in  the  wards  for  the 
comfort  and  safety  of  the  patients. 

2.000  for  equipment  of  additional  cold  storage  rooms. 

These  rooms  should  be  in  use,  but  were  never  com- 
pleted on  account  of  a lack  of  funds. 

7.500  for  a hot  water  system.  The  expenditure  of  this 

amount  would  result  in  a great  saving,  and  would 
give  us  a more  certain  and  satisfactory  supply  of 
hot  water  in  our  bath  rooms. 

5,800  for  payment  of  premiums  on  insurance  policies. 

2.500  for  the  purchase  of  a combined  engine  and  roller  for 

use  in  making  good  roads. 

20.000  for  dairy  barn  and  equipment.  This  addition  to  our 

plant  is  badly  needed  if  we  wish  to  properly  care 
for  our  dairy  herd. 

The  usual  Sunday  morning  Praise  Service  is  continued,  the 
services  of  clergymen  of  nearby  churches  being  secured  part 
of  the  time.  The  pastor  of  St.  Peter’s  Catholic  Church  of 
Reading  and  his  assistants  are  most  attentive  in  looking  after 
patients  belonging  to  their  church.  The  choir  which  has  as  its 
members  both  patients  and  employees,  continues  to  render 
good  music,  thus  adding  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  meet- 
ings. 

In  concluding  this  report  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  counsel,  and  kind  expressions 
of  appreciation  and  approval  of  the  manner  and  methods  used 
in  carrying  on  the  work  of  my  office.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Asylum  for  Chronic  In- 
sane: 

Gentlemen: — This  Institution  is  doing  its  own  work; 
there  is  none  like  it  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Here  the  wards  of  the  State  are  fed,  clothed  and  cared  for, 
given  access  to  free,  pure  air  and  sunlight,  light  work  of  a 
pleasant  sort  gives  them  mental,  as  well  as  physical,  occupa- 
tion, no  restraint  but  what  is  absolutely  necessary,  under 
proper  caretakers. 

No  serious  epidemics  have  visited  this  place,  the  general 
health  is  remarkable  considering  the  advanced  age  of  many 
of  the  inmates. 

Every  proper  provision  for  these  mental  wrecks  by  those 
in  authority,  whose  appointment  is  made  by  the  Governor 
of  this  State,  is  personal  and  with  kindest  thought. 

In  this  altruistic  age  it  is  an  example  of  advance  for  the 
care  of  the  helpless  who  are  deserted  by  even  their  own  kin.
